pecially, preferve themfeives in good Heath, and at- 
tain to the fame Age as other Men; whereas the poor 
Slaves, being unable to fhift their Cloaths, and being 
even obliged to take their Meals in the Mines themf-lves, 
where they handle theit ViGuals without wathing, are 
liable to Tumours of the Parotides, Apothe, Salivatury, 
and Puflules, all over their whole Body; all which are 
evidently the Effects of the immediate Contraét, or ra- 
ther, Admiflion of the Mercurial Particles into the Pores 
of the Skin, as in the Cafe of Mercurial Remedies.
